Professor Arminius Vnmbery, writ- 


ing in the Vienna Pester Lloyd on the 
iliicedoninn question, says: 


"It is, then, reforms— serious reforms 


—which tuc interested European pow- 
ers propose as a remedy, and the ques- 
tion is, bow far will these reforms be 
applicable, . and is Turkey willing or 
able to carry them out? The latter has 
been a priori denied, and the sultan is 
represented by some, as adverse^to all 
reforms and a declared enemy of all 
innovations— nay, as a Moliaiiiined.'ui 
fanatic. 1 may say, on the strength of 
a personal intercourse with the Sultnn 
Abdul Hamid of many years" duration, 
that be is emphatically a friond of 
progress, but that his efforts, are bandi- 
cupped by the ethnical and social con- 
ditions of his people on the one side 
and by his own excess of caution and 
a certain indecision on the other. He 
wishes to do everything himself. Tbis 
alone has ruined more than one prom- 
ising measure, and his not always jus- 
tified mistrust has done the rest but 
the man has the best intentions, and, 
though there have been failures in con- 
sequence of his strong absolutist tend- 
encies, it would be itnjust to doubt bis 
wish for reforms. The financial mis- 
ery of the country, the hidden and 
open animosity of the west, greatly 
contribute to the deplorable conditions 
in Turkey, nor can it be expected that 
the reform measures to be enforced 
will Lave a particularly favorable re- 
sult 


•'It is not reforms, but autonomy, 


and, later on. complete severance from 
the Ottoman empire, that the Christian 
population of Macedonia is aiming at, 
and the whole world is" rightly curious 
to know whether Turkey will yield or 
whether she will defend her property 
by force of arms. I believe the latter 
will be the case, especially if it is true 
that for the execution of the reforms to 
be demanded a fixed term will be im- 
poses. Such a term could hardly be 
observed, and the result would needs 
be a solution of the Macedonian ques- 
tion by war. We are undoubtedly on 
the eve of great complications. The 
Turkish army, whose gallantry nobody 
doubts, is under all circumstances a 
match for the forces of the Balkan 
countries, but the question is. Will the 
interested European powers quietly 
lock on when the sultan's Christian 
subjects are sent home with broken 
beads, and will not the situation be 
made worse by intervention 1 As the 
answer to this question mainly depends 
on tbe compact between Russia and 
Austria-Hungary it can only be hoped 
that time will be given to Turkey to 
continue uninterruptedly with the re- 
forms she has initiated and that the 
•control tbe powers seek to exercise will 
be a mild one. At any rate, people in 
Constantinople are fully aware of the 
critical situation, and it is being ear- 
nestly dealt with, because the loss of 
Macedonia would be the deathblow to 
Turkish rule in Europe. 
As Sultan 


Abdul Hamid is not one of those-rulers 
who bring dangers upon their country 
by rash action tbe further deve%>prnent 
o'f events depends exclusively on the 
•will of the two European powers. 


"The time has not yet come for the 


final solution of the eastern question, 
because the work of solving the great 
problem, which extends not only over 
the near east, but over the whole or 
Asia and Europe as well, has barely 
bec-n begun, and it would be injurious 
and even criminal to enforce its prema- 
ture solution and thus throw half of 
iuc world into blood and fire." 


Jf there is one man in Europe who is 


able to grasp the eastern question in its 
ent.rety, it is Professor Vauibery. says 
tbe .London Standard's Vienna corres- 
pondent. In saying tb:it the sultan, if 
afraid of otherwise losing Macedonia, 
•wj!l trust to the cbauces of war he is 
no doubt repenting what bis majesty 
himself lias told or written to him. 
The professor has been the sultan's 
private adviser on matters of great 
importance for many years. The sul- 
tan is in the habit of sonding for him, 
ov -writing to him through his lirst sec- 
retary. whenever he is in doubt or in 
trouble, and if M. Vambery sr.ys the 
sultan will not yield to undue pressure, 
but rather go to war. it may be taken 
for granted that he hns the best au- 
thority for tbe statement- Russia and 
Austria-Hungary may. for all I kuow, 
be auimated by tbe best intentions.

progress made in regulating tbe flovr 
of the water and in improving the uav- 
ignble channels always to be found in 
the Mississippi. 


This work is in the hands of wbat is 


known as tne Mississippi river com- 
mission, which came into being as long 
ago as 1879, and which has ever since 
been trying to improve river conditions. 
The present head of the commission is 
Colonel Ames Stickney of the engineer 
corps of tbe United States army, who 


4was at one time chief executive of tbe 
Missouri river commission. Tbe coin- 
mission's offices are in this city and it 
is .wholly under the control of the war 
department. Already more than §43,- 
fiOO,000 has been expended. 


In brief, what tbe commission is try- 


ing to do is to regulate tbe flow of the 
great river, and the difficulty of doing 
this will be realized when it is stated 
that there is a difference-at times of as 
much as fifty feet between tbe high 
water and the low water level. When 
tbe high water mark is reached, thou- 
sands of miles of laud adjacent to tbe 
river banks are flooded. 


There are three leading theories 


upon which it has been proposed to op- 
erate in effecting the much desired re- 
sult. These theories are respectively 
termed the le~r.ee and jetty system, tbe 
outlet system and the reservoir system. 
Tbe first of tbese is also termed tbe 
restrictive system, and it is tbe one 
which tbe commission has decided will 
give the best results. Tbe difficulties 
attending all three systems are very 
great, however, chiefly owing to tbe 
fa<?t that it is the tendency of tbe 
mighty liver to follow the line of least 
resistance. It is this tendency wbicb 
requires constant combating and, in- 
cidentally, the annual expenditure of 
large sums of money. 


Wbat is especially discouraging is 


the fact that tbe river continually 
makes cut offs—that is to say, it breaks 
through tbe narrow necks around 
which it runs in winding curves. When 
this occurs, tbe w,hole course of tbe 
channel is changed, sometimes in a 
single night,*and a circuit of many 
miles is replaced by a straight line of 
a mile or so, greut damage resulting to 
tbe territory affected. 


To prevent these cut offs tbe commis- 


sion supplements its revetments, ex- 
tending fac out into tbe river by huge 
Ttlains, and of recent years these revet- 
'iuents and dams have been of great 
service in preventing the much dread- 
ed cut offs. 


The commission operates on tbe theo- 


ry that if the water could all be forced 
to run through strictly defined limits, - 
it would carry off its own sediment by 
the powtr of its own flow imcl wouid 
thus "scour out" n channel free of ob- 
structions. It was on the strength of 
this id«i mainly that Captain Ends 
built his famous jetties below New Or- 
leans aud Certainly the jetties bare 
made a marked improvement in that 
harbor. But tbe tliexiry itscif failod in 
demonstration, for the river, instead of 
flowing with increased force between 
the restrictions, followed its old habit 
and strayed off into other passes of tbc 
delta, so that for a miuilicr of years 
the channel between tbe jetties lias 
only been maintained l»y tbe constant 
use of powerful dredging machines.

Its outfit consists of one desk and three 
chairs. The secretary sits in one of tho 
chairs and uses the desk to write on. 


The secretary's new staff, which he 


is choosing with great care, will con- 
sist of an assistant secretary, a com- 
missioner of corporations, a commis- 
sioner of manufactures,7 a chief clerk 
nnd an appointment clerk and disburs- 
ing officer. Mr. Garfield was promptly 
selected as commissioner of corpora- 
tions. The others will be named before 
the 1st of July, when tbe work of the 
department begins. Of the fifteen bu- 
reaus which will be included in the de- 
partment, thirteen are already provid- 
ed for ill the geiieraf* appropriation 
bills at a cost of more than $7.000,000. 


As this is the only instance iu fifty- 


four years of the creation of a brand 
new department, all the others having 
been mere developments of plants al- 
ready existing, it is interesting to note 
the process of constructing it. The first 
thing Secretary Cortelyou did was to 
decide upon the general plan of or- 
ganization of the bureau of corpora- 
tions. As this was to prosecute in- 
quiries and make examinations into 
the condition and conduct of stock com- 
panies he took for his model thc office 
of the comptroller of the currency, 
whose functions in respect to the na- 
tional banks furnish the nearest paral- 
lel to the work of Jlr. Garfield's bu- 
reau. Mr. Garfield will probably begin 
work with himself, his private secre- 
tary—whom he will have transferred 
from the clerical staff of the civil serv-
